It is impossible, at present, to offer an accurate report of 
the condition of the library. For several years the librarian, 
in her annual reports, has called the attention of the tax-pay- 
ers to the fact that many of the books, through years of 
service, had outlived their usefulness, and should either be 
withdrawn, altogether, or replaced by new copies. 

The library closed to the public October 24, and during the 
next four weeks, over six thousand books, and countless 
magazines were handled, and the process of elimination was 
vigorously pushed. Nearly five hundred books were dis- 
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carded and over a ton of old books, magazines and paper 
waste were sold. Many of the books will be replaced, and 
others can well be spared. Twenty-five hundred of the best 
books were moved temporarily, to the home of the librarian, 
over two thousand were stored in a room built for them in the 
basement of No. 9 school house, and the remainder were 
out in circulation. The library reopened December 15 with a 
creditable circulation. 

Through the generosity of Rev. J. W. Wright, who moved 
the books, and of D. R. Jones, who moved the furniture and 
accessories, the cost of the entire change was reduced to a 
minimum. 

The electric lights installed last year by the McElwain Co. 
were also moved, and Superintendent Kiester voluntarily sent 
the Company’s electrician to install them in their new quar- 
ters. 

To these gentlemen, and to all who otherwise rendered as- 
sistance, as well as to the donors of books and other favors 
received, grateful acknowledgment is here made.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Merrimack: 
GREETING— 


I have the pleasure of presenting herewith my fifth an- 
nual report as superintendent of your schools. 


MEMBERSHIP. 


The membership in your schools has quite materially in- 
creased in the past five years, The averages as given in the 
statistical reports for these years ars as follows: 1920, 202; 
1921, 221;'1922, 198; 1923, 234; and on January 1, 1924, 
your enrolled membership was 224. This increase has caused 
no congestion in any of your schools except in the primary 
room at Merrimack Village. Any material increase in this 
school would offer difficulties in administration. 


TEACHERS. 


You have at the present time twelve regular teachers, nine 
or 75% of whom had served this district before the present 
year for periods of from one to seven years. The three 
teachers new to the town we were able to select with greater 
care from a larger number of candidates than usual because 
of our ability to offer a larger salary than heretofore. This 
greater permanency in the teaching force, together with the 
better trained new teachers, cannot but have its effect on the 
efficiency of your schools. Good teachers are never overpaid, 
poor teachers, always. I believe that all your present teach- 
ers are giving excellent service, surely commensurate with 
their salaries. 

SPRINGFIELD 1846 TEsT. 


The results of the Springfield tests in arithmetic and spell- 
ing, given to Grade VIII throughout the state in November, 
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at the direction of the State Board of Education, were quite 
flattering to Merrimack. Your pupils secured a combined 
average for the two tests of nearly 121. This mark was con- 
siderably above the average for the State and it out-distanced 
the rank received by the pupils in Grade IX in the Spring- 
field schools in 1846. These results cannot be attributed to 
chance alone. 


THE McGaw Normat INSTITUTE. 


The work at McGaw this year has been under the same able 
corps of teachers as last year. Longer experience and a bet- 
ter understanding of the pupils and the community have 
assisted in making the work even more satisfactory. With a 
little judicious advertising I feel that it would be possible 
to attract quite a few pupils from out of the town and the 
state to this institution, if there were rooms prepared to re- 


ceive them. I believe this matter is worth considering. 


Tort MaAarkKING SYSTEM. 


A word of explanation at this time of our marking system 
may not be amiss. Lack of understanding the signification 
of the marks on the pupils’ cards very frequently causes much 
uneasiness for the parents and leads to unpleasant situations 
for the teacher and sometimes for other school officials. 

We have adopted in our marking system a five point scale 
with four grades above the passing mark, and one to indicate 
any degree of attainment however poor which is below such a 
standard. The vital point is the standard of attainment fixed 
for a passing mark. This should represent an absolute quan- 
tity and should not be subject to the caprice of any school 
official whether teacher, superintendent, or board member. 
Tt should represent such attainment for each grade as is 
known to be secured on promotion by the pupils in the aver- 
age school. To fix such a standard with any degree of cer- 
tainty has been, up to very recent years, an impossibility. 
Any teacher or administrative officer could guess, but there 
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was no data for forming any reliable judgment. From the 
many and much used scales and standardized tests of today, 
the teacher or the superintendent can form a very definite 
idea of where the passing mark should be in the scale of at- 
tainment in any school subject. 

_ When this crucial point has been fixed, the grading of 
those above the passing mark is a comparatively easy matter. 
In the five point scale we give a mark of A for the excep- 
tional attainment, such as is found from the curve of normal 
distribution is secured by 7% or 8% of the pupils in schools 
in the aggregate, 5B is given for the rest of the upper third, 
C for the middle third, for that portion of the lowest third 
which is above the passing standard, and F for all below 
passing. 

The mark C, then, represents the attainment of the largest 
class, the great class of average ability, while B is a mark 
which any parent should be proud to see on the child’s card, 
and A is for the exceptional few. Understanding this, it is 
inconsistent for a parent, claming but average ability or be- 
havior for his child, to expect marks of A or B. These are 
marks for pupils of more than average abilities or behavior. 
We have such pupils and we have provided this way in our 
marking system of expressing it. 

This scheme for marking the attainment of pupils is the 
one used or approximated in nearly all school systems of 
to-day. It can be reduced to a per cent basis whenever there 
is any advantage of so doing. 

I am attaching to this report an extract from the last sta- 
tistical report, and also reports from the headmaster at. Mc- 
Gaw, the teacher of domestic arts, and from the school 
nurse. I invite your careful consideration of them.

INSTITUTE. 


To the Superintendent, Trustees of McGaw Normal Insti- 
tute, and the Citizens of Merrimack: 


February 1, 1924. 


In the Fall the cooking class canned over forty quarts of 
fruits and vegetables for their parents, besides making jelly 
and doing some canning for school. ‘Twelve luncheons are 
to be served this year, eight of which have already been 
served. We hope to serve some of the parents so they can 
see what the girls are doing in cooking. Since Christmas all 
the commuters have received a warm dish every noon, and 
this will be continued during cold weather. 

Each member of the serving class has made her. personal 
equipment for cooking, consisting of apron, cap and holders. 
Besides these they have made pillow slips, guest towels, sew- 
ing apron, underclothes and one dress. During the Spring 
term more time will be spent on outer garments and the 
study of material used for garments. 

The nursing and physiology course takes up invalid 
cooking, first aid, care of sick room, and study of the 
body. The girls are prepared to meet the emergencies which 
may arise at home: to care for any member of the family 
when a professional nurse is unnecessary. 

The household organization and management course in- 
cludes planning the home, organizing it and managing it 
after it is thoroughly organized.
